Professional rodeo cowboys, 


such as will be riding at Red 
Bluff tomorrow and Sunday,' 
have pocketed nearly $55 million 
in prize money since 1953. 


They won more than $3.8 


million last year — a big one for 
the members of the Rodeo 
Cowboys Association.

Top Rodeo Cowboys 
Garner $55 Million 


Girls’ Barrel Racing 


Professional rodeo cowboys, 
such as will be riding at Red 
Bluff tomorrow and Sunday, 
have pocketed nearly 155 million 
in prize money since 1953. 
They won more than $3.8 
million last year — a big one for 
the members of 
the Rodeo 
Cowboys Association. 
At the 1969 rodeo here, 212 
entries competed for $13,490 in 
prize money. The same amount 
is expected this year. 
The Red Bluff Round-Up is 
one of more than 500 show's 
approved 
annually 
by 
the 
association. 
Money won here 
will be added to contestants* 
previous winnings in races for 
1970 event championships. 
There were 533 association- 
sanctioned rodeos in 40 states 
and four provinces last year, 
evidence that pro rodeo is not a 
regionalized fun feature, but 
rather a highly-com petitive 
national sport, the association 
said. 
Competition is conducted 
under 
na tiona lly -recognized 
rules, with 19 pertaining to the 
care and treatment of rodeo 
livestock. They were written by 
the association in conjunction 
with 
a 
national 
humane 
organization. 
One of the winningest cowboys 
is Larry Mahan, 26, Brooks, Ore. 
■Often called “Super Saddle”, 
Mahan has won four consecutive 
all 
around 
cowboy 
cham ­ 
pionships. He earned $40,358 in 
1966, $51,996 in 1967, $49,129 in 
1968, and a record $57,726 last 
year. 
Association contestants who 
have

Dean Oliver, Boise, Idaho, the 
1969 Calf Roping Champion, 
finishing the year with $38,118 in 
that event. That’s the most cash 
anyone in pro rodeo has ever 


collected in any single contest 
over a season, and $4,866 more 
than the previous record.

Dennis Reiners, Phoenix, 
Ariz., was among the top twenty 
in saddle bronc riding last year, 
and. is. currently holding second, 
place in that event this year with 
$6,163 
Doug Brown, Silverton, Ore., 
the 1969 Bull Riding Champion, 
who won that event with $27,610. 
He also placed second in the all 
around-slandings with $40,964 
A schoolmate of Larry Mahan’s, 
he also won $13,120 in saddle 
bronc riding in ’69, and $233 in 
bareback bronc riding — an 
event he seldom, entere. 
John W. Jones, Morro Bay, 
Calif., was the fourth place 
winner in 1969' in steer wrestling 
with $15.687. 
He is currently 
fourth in that event this year 
with $5.484, and is 13th in the all 
around with $5,857. 
Many other top contenders are 
also expected to compete here.

Crib Age Club members met 


at the home of Mrs. Harold 
Bline, where Mrs. Mary Porter 
explained an easy way to sew in 
sleeves. 


Most pattern directions, ac- 


cording to Mrs. Porter,say the 
underarm seam should be joined 
before sewing the sleeve to the 
dress, but in her method, this is 
done after the sleeve is attached 
to the dress. 
Mrs. Porter 


suggested 
the 
following 


procedure: first join the dress's 
front and back at the shoulder 
seams. 
Then, instead of 


gathering the curve of the sleeve 
by pulling a previously stitched 
thread, she advised sewing the 
sleeve's curved edge while 
forcing the fabric to bunch up 
behind the pressure foot by 
holding a finger firmly behind 
the fabric and gathering it up as 
it is fed through the machine. 
Then, after the curved sleeve 
seam is sewn to the dress, the 
underarm and side seams are 
stitched in a continuous line 
from the bottom edge of the 


sleeve to the hem edge of the 
dress. 
This method should 


result in a pucker free set-in 
sleeve, she said.

Crib Age Club members met 
at the home of Mrs. Harold 
Bline, where Mrs. Mary Porter 
explained an easy way to sew in 
sleeves. 
Most pattern directions, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Porter,say the 
underarm seam should be joined 
before sewing the sleeve to the 
dress, but in her method, this is 
done after the sleeve is attached 
to the dress.

procedure: first join the dress’s 
front and back at the shoulder 
seam s. 
Then, 
instead 
of 
gathering the curve of the sleeve 
by pulling a previously stitched 
thread, she advised sewing the 
sleeve’s curved edge while 
forcing the fabric to bunch up 
behind the pressure foot by 
holding a finger firmly behind 
the fabric and gathering it up as 
it is fed through the machine.

House has handed President 
Nixon a major victory by 
passing his far-reaching welfare 
reform package, but the ad- 
ministration faces a strong 
effort in the Senate to raise the 
assured family income over 
$1,600. 


Several senators already have 


served notice they will try to 
hike the benefits despite the 
cost. The final floor showdown 
may come in June. 


By a 
243-155 vote that 


crisscrossed party lines, the 
House Thursday sent 
the 


measure to the Senate. Both 
Republican and Democratic 
leaders supported it, but con- 
servatives in both parties — and 
a few liberals who wanted more 
generous provisions — were 
lined up in opposition. 


The measure provides a $1,600 


federally assured income for a 
family of four and increases the 
roll of eligible persons by an 
estimated 13 million, mostly the 
working poor and their families. 


It requires adult beneficiaries 


to register for job training and 
assignment. 
The 
federal 


government would assume a 
greater share of the cost and 
administration. 


The aged, blind and disabled 


would be assured $110 a month. 


By official estimates, the bill 


would cost $4.4 billion —- but 
opponents said the cost will turn 
out as much as three times that 
figure.

Nixon administration's repeated 
contention that inflation is 
nearly over has been given new 
support by seemingly con- 
tradictory figures in the most 
recent Gross National Product 
report. 


Prices continued their four- 


year climb during January, 
February and March with an 
annual rate increase of 5 per 
cent, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported Thursday. But at 
the same time, actual output of 
goods and services dropped a 
dramatic 
1% per cent, the 


steepest decline since the 
recession of almost a decade 
ago.

Captain Ahab spent his life hunting the great white whale, 


Moby Dick. The hunt led him to his death in the final encounter with 
the whale while "the great shroud of the sea rolled on as it rolled 
five thousand years ago." 


There are many theories given why Ahab was possessed to 


pursue the whale, theories of life and death, of the primeval origins 
of the individual and the race, of good and evil. 


It is quite possible that Captain Ahab began his lifelong 


struggle by throwing a worm into the Charles River in Boston or 
dropping a fly on some remote New England stream in the hope of 
catching a trout. Perhaps his father took him out cod fishing in 
Boston Harbor when he was eight years old when the grey mist 
swept in from the Atlantic. 


Fishermen seem to be made early in life. I doubt that there are 


many confirmed fishermen who do not have a head full of 
memories of early fishing experiences, sunfish brought in on 
worms, carp pulled out of some mudhole with rolled up pieces of 
bread flavored with vanilla extract, flounder dredged up just off 
the Coney Island pier. 


From these humble beginnings, fishermen begin to cut their 


own style as they go on in life. They become general fishermen or 
specialized fishermen, ocean or lake types, rivers or streams, 
saltwater or freshwater. 


Some people like to do all kinds of fishing for all kinds of fish. 


Others pursue one speciality. As one black bass fisherman said: 
"It's nice to do one thing in life well." Some live for trout and scorn 
other kinds of fish as inferior. The arrogance of fly fishermen is 
well known and needs no elaboration. 


It's hard to say just what grabs a fisherman about a particular 


type of fish so that species becomes elevated to high passion status. 
My father had a thing about smallmouth bass, spending vast 
amounts of time fishing for them, reading about new plugs 
designed to lure them out of the weeds, talking about them and 
mounting them. 


There was something about the smallmouth bass that got to 


him, perhaps the way it fought, or its looks, or life style. 
Largemouth bass were dismissed with a wave of the hand as 
though they were in the sunfish class. 


Fishermen do doubt identify with the fish they pursue, in 


probably the same way that people usually look and act like the 
dogs they own. 


On a different level, fishermen seem to get attracted to certain 


kinds of water. Some love streams and rivers, the flow of the water 
and the motion, endlessly moving and fresh. Some prefer the quiet 
depth and stillness of lakes while others like the endless womb of 
the ocean. 


The ocean, of course, casts a pretty basic kind of experience on 


most people, the currents from which life emerged, blending the 
awesomeness of the universe and the security of the womb in one 
endless wave. 


One could plumb the psychological depths somewhat further by 


speculating on the differences between those who use boats to go 
deep sea fishing and those who prefer to stand on the water's edge 
and sun" cast. 


There are also interesting differences in the way people fish. 


Some actually try to catch fish, using great ingenuity and a fan- 
tastic variety of flies, lures, plastic worms and eels to get their 
limits. They proceed methodically from hole to hole, pitting man's 
1500 cc brain capacity against the nickel sized nerve center of the 
trout or bass. The basic evolutionary impulse of the caveman 
provider continues to throb deep inside those hip-waders. 


On the other hand, some people who get intensely bored with 


ten minutes of plug casting can sit for hours still fishing, meditating 
on the universe with a slight air of expectancy that good karma 
from the watery depths will come their way, somewhat like that 
girl that's always walking in the shadow of desire. 


And maybe that's what fishing is all about.

the Coney Island pier. 
From these humble beginnings, fishermen begin to cut their 
own style as they go on in life. They become general fishermen or 
specialized fishermen, ocean or lake types, rivers or streams, 
saltwater or freshwater. 
Some people like to do all kinds of fishing for all kinds of fish 
Others pursue one speciality. As one black bass fisherman said: 
“ It’s nice to do one thing in life V'ell.” Some live for trout and scorn 
other kinds of fish as inferior. The arrogance of fly fishermen is 
well known and needs no elaboration. 
It’s hard to say just what grabs a fisherman about a particular 
type of fish so that species becomes elevated to high passion status 
My father had a thing about smallmouth bass, spending vast 
amounts of time fishing for them, reading about new plugs 
designed to lure them out of the weeds, talking about them and 
mounting them. 
There was something about the smallmouth bass that got to 
him, perhaps the way it fought, or its looks, or life style. 
Largemouth bass were dismissed with a wave of the hand as 
though they were in the sunfish class. 
Fishermen do doubt identify with the fish they pursue, in 
probably the same way that people usually look and act like the 
dogs they own 
On a different level, fishermen seem to get attracted to certain 
kinds of water. Some love streams and rivers, the flow of the water 
and the motion, endlessly moving and fresh. Some prefer the quiet 
depth and stillness of lakes while others like the endless womb of 
the ocean 
The ocean, of course, casts a pretty basic kind of experience on 
most people, the currents from which life emerged, blending the 
awesomeness of the universe and the security of the womb in one 
endless wave. 
One could plumb the psychological depths somewhat further by 
speculating on the differences between those who use boats to go 
deep sea fishing and those who prefer to stand on the water’s edge 
and surf cast. 
There are also interesting differences in the way people fish. 
Some actually try to catch fish, using great ingenuity and a fan­ 
tastic variety of flies, lures, plastic worms and eels to get their 
limits. They proceed methodically from hole to hole, pitting man’s 
1500 cc brain capacity against the nickel sized nerve center of the 
trout or bass. The basic evolutionary impulse of the caveman 
provider continues to throb deep inside those hip-waders. 
On the other hand, some people who get intensely bored with 
ten minutes of plug casting can sit for hours still fishing, meditating 
on the universe with a slight air of expectancy that good karma 
from the watery depths will come their way, somewhat like that 
girl that’s always walking in the shadow of desire.

ABOARD USS TWO JIMA .O 


J. — Apollo 13's astronauts 
blazed back to the safety of their 
home planet today with a pin- 
point landing in the Pacific 
Ocean, bringing a successful 


conclusion to America's most 
perilous space adventure 


The Odyssey, carrying James 


A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. Haise Jr 
and John L Swigert Jr., hit the 
gently rolling water within sight 
of this helicopter carrier. 
Hundreds of cheering sailors 


on the deck of the Iwo Jima and 
anxious television viewers 
around the world had a ringside 
seat as the spaceship dropped 
through a thin layer of clouds, 
dangling from beneath three 
huge 
orange 
and 
white 


parachutes. 


Initial estimates placed the 


Odyssey just four miles due 
south of the carrier 


"We got you on the screen," 


Mission Control radioed 
the 


spaceship. "You're looking 
great " 


The spaceship landed right 


side up in the gently rolling 
waves, in contrast to several 
previous Apollo ships which 
turned upside down on splash- 
down. The flight lasted 5 days, 22 
hours, 53 minutes and covered 
more than half a million miles. 
It was shortened by four days 


after an oxygen tank explosion 
Monday night cancelled man's 
third moon landing expedition 
and forced the astronauts to 
fight 
for survival with the 


resources of their lunar landing 
craft. 


The touchdown occurred 94 


minutes after the astronauts 
discarded the lunar lander 
Aquarius that served as their 
lifeline as they fought for sur- 
vival for four days in space. 


"She sure was a good ship," 


Commander Lovell said of the 
tiny craft.

Mounting skepticism 
greeted an official judgment 
that the avalanche was un- 
foreseeable. 


Teams working through the 


night under floodlights dug out 
more bodies of victims. By mid- 
morning 42 corpses had been 
recovered from the thousands of 
tons of rock, earth and snow that 
crashed down on the hospital 
from a mountain called the Roc 
des Fiz. 


Thursday night and again this 


morning work was halted by 
new slides of earth and rock. 


The one during the night 


caused no injuries, and work 
was resumed an hour later. The 
one this morning smashed into a 
wing of the sanatorium which 
escaped the killer slide Thur- 
sday. The sanatorium had been 
evacuated, but the slide today 
broke a gendarme's leg. 


The police posted warnings 


and lookouts on the mountain. 


Health Minister Robert Boulin 


told 
newsmen 
that 
the 


avalanche 
was 
"as

foreseeable as an earthquake." 
But local persons pointed to a 
minor avalanche last April 5, 
which reached the sanatorium. 
Though it caused no damage, 
hospital authorities thought it 
necessary to evacuate part of 
one of the dormitories that was 
destroyed Thursday.

Campus Rampaging 
Said Unprecedented 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 


Chancellor Roger W. Heyns says 
a destructive rampage by an- 
tiwar demonstrators on the 
University 
of 
California 
Berkeley 
campus is "un- 


precedented in the history of the 
university." 


The campus has been beset by 


student uprisings sporadically 
over the past five years. 


Demonstrators 
smashed 


hundreds 
of windows and 


wrecked furniture in a half 
dozen buildings Thursday in the 
second day of violence on the 
troubled campus. On both days 
the demonstration focused on 
opposition to the Vietnam war 
and the ROTC. 


There was no immediate 


damage estimate. 


Police arrested more than 20 


persons, bringing to more than 
50 the number charged since 
violence flared. 


Most were charged with 


assaulting police officers with 
rocks, bricks, sticks and bottles. 
Student leader Sam Siegel 
surrendered to police on a 
charge of inciting a group of 
about 1,000 to riot on Wed- 
nesday. He was released on 
$2,000 bail. 


Dozens were injured, in- 


cluding many policemen hit by 
repeated barrages of missiles 
and demonstrators hit by flying 
police batons. One young man's 
leg was broken by a baton as he 
fled before a police charged.

Tehama County residents don 
old-west type clothing and watch 
old-west type sports, a news 
story gleaned from the files of 
Red Bluff's People's Cause of 
1890 
seems 
particularly

It's a story of an encounter 


with some skulking Indians, and 
an arrow through a white 
hunter's hat. High school 
student Trudi Isensee copied it 
from the old newspaper report 
while a member of instructor 
Andrew 
J. Osborne's history 


class. 


In the old journalistic style, 


the story had a four-deck head:

On Friday last Percy Godney,

canyons and ridges east of Red 
Bluff. 
They 
reached 
Eli 


Moulton's cabin on the flume 
that evening. Next day they 
started for Big Antelope canyon 
and separated just before en- 
tering the canyon from the south 
ridge. Win had gone nearly to 
the bank of the clear stream 
flowing in the bottom when he 
heard some noise resembling a 
wildcat call from the brush just 
below him. 


At first he thought it was gone 


and threw a stone into the brush 
to frighten it, but it did not 
move. He then sent his dog into 
the thicket, and it came running 
back to him frightened. Win then 
went to the brush and there 
found three packs in which were 
a lot of old ragged clothes, shoes 
and a miscellaneous collection 
of everything, and nothing. 


He was looking at 
his 


discovery when he heard a 
whistling noise and an arrow 
flew over his head followed 
quickly by another which cut 
through the rim of his hat on the 
right side, an inch from the 
head. A third arrow went a few 
feet to his left, when he darted 
behind a huge boulder near by. 
He remained there a few 
minutes when he ventured out, 


and 
taking 
the 
package 


hereafter described, set out for 
the top of the grade without 
much loss of time. 


When near the top he met his 


brother and Percy, and the three 
re-entered to the bed of the 
canyon up the stream where 
their horse was picketed, and 
securing 
it, 
started 
for 


Moulton's cabin and the next 
day came to town, reaching here 
about one o'clock. When Win got 
to the top of the grade he looked 
again for the Indians, but could 
not see them; had he discovered 
then he says he would have 
returned the compliment they 
paid. He did not see the Indians 
at any time, but their course was 
dearly outlined by the disturbed 
brushes. It is known that these 
remnants of the tribe used bow 
and arrow. 


Where the Indians went to, 


Win is not able to state; except 
that they probably went down 
the canyon. From one of the 
packs a long, narrow dirty 
canvas sack rolled out, the 
mouth of which was drawn with 
a piece of coarse string. This 
sack he hastily picked up and 
brought home. It contained two 
sharpened pieces of wire which 
were covered with sinows, and 
an old piece of bullet mould, a 
roll of reeds, broken pieces of 
glass, an old shoe awl, two 
pieces of arrow lance weed, a 
dried roll of fish or eel skin, 
pieces of flint and 14 arrow 
heads. 


The three packs indicated the 


presence of at least three In- 
dians, and fearing the gun after 
discharging the arrows, they 
were frightened and scampered 
off. 


That a roaming band of wild 


Indians exist in the mountains 
adjacent to and in the canyons at 
Mill creek there can be no 
question, because evidences 
have been found on several 
occasions, as well as the Indian 
seen. It will be remembered that 
the late Chris. 
Kauffman 


complained often of the thefts 
committed by these Indians, and 
he supported his assertions by 
bringing into Red Bluff, about 
six years ago, two squaws who 
were as wild as deer, and who 
were afterward taken to the 
Round Valley Indian Reser- 
vation.

You Do Not Hovo To Bo Present At Drawing To Win 
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A Model For The Nation

WASHINGTON — Why all the fuss about President Nixon's tough 


anti-crime bill for Washington, B.C.? How could a local bill for the 
District of Columbia be of such interest to people in Arkansas, 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Texas? Or Nevada, California and 
Washington, and even distant Hawaii? The fact is that if the bill 
proves successful, it would well become a model for the nation. 


Furthermore, if it is successful in stemming crime in the 


nation's capital, the national showroom, it could prove a great 
psychological boon as to how other countries view the United 
States, and how Americans see their own country. 


Last January the Senate passed its bill, and the House just 


recently passed its own measure Now, a Senate-House conference 
committee is trying to work out differences before sending the bill 
to the president for his signature. Generally, the House version is 
considered much more stringent than the Senate bill and this is 
expected to generate bitter controversy for some time. Advocates 
of the Senate version are daily stepping up their attack on the 
House version of the bill, crying that constitutional rights would be 
violated, that some provisions are "unduly repressive," and as 
Rep. Lawrence Hogan of Maryland termed the attacks, "fantastic 
distortions of the truth." 


Hogan, an ex-FBI agent, said he had never seen so much 


misinformation about a bill as on this one. Speaking of the crime- 
ridden city here, Hogan said: "The criminal is just not punished 
here and he continues to roam the streets . . . increasing his 
murders and his rapes, his robberies and agravated assaults . . . " 


While the bill overhauls the city's federal court system and 


revises the method of dealing with juvenile offenders, the major 
points of controversy center around pretrial detention, search and 
seizure authority, and wiretapping. The House bill provides that 
the courts may hold a defendant up to 60 days if he is charged with a 
"dangerous crime" or "crime of violence," including narcotics 
addicts. The purpose is to protect the public from dangerous 
criminals whose records and other information indicate they will 
commit new crimes if released. A recent Justice Department study 
shows that in a four-week period, one of five felony suspects in 
Washington were arrested while free on bail. Opponents are 
jumping on this section, said it would prejudice a jury against a 
defendant. But this is not so, because a judge would decide whether 
the defendant would be held and he is not allowed to mention the 
reasons for his decision to a jury. 


Opponents say the so-called "no knock" provision is a new 


authority for invasion of privacy. It allows officers to enter without 
knocking when evidence is likely to be destroyed. This provision 
would be of especial help in narcotics raids, gambling, and other 
such crimes. Actually, the U.S. Supreme Court has specifically 
upheld the "no knock" authority and already South Dakota, North 
Dakota, New York, Utah and Nebraska have such laws. 


Opponents of wiretapping say this section gives vast new 


authority to the police. But in fact, the wiretap provisions are 
identical to the provisions of the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968 which applies to federal offenses everywhere — 
subject in advance to court order. Wiretapping is a useful weapon 
against organized crime and has already proven its worth in 
breaking up gambling and narcotics rings. 


Some Irresponsible Reports 


Impact of free-wheeling, highly-publicized, politically- 


inspired, congressional investigations is beyond calculation. The 
Wall Street Journal reviews consequences of one of these in- 
vestigations having to do with birth control pills. 


The Journal points out that the initial hearing on the pill did not 


produce any evidence of dangers not already well known to the 
doctors who prescribe the pill, and "inaccurate or sensational 
reports" emulating from the pill hearings were deplored by no less 
an authority than the American College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists. But as a result of the hearings, estimates have in- 
dicated that 20 per cent of the women who were taking the pill had 
stopped, despite the fact that the risk of death from demonstrated 
side-effects of the pill is 1.5 out of 100,000 contrasted to 22.8 per 
100,000 as a result of pregnancy. 


RESPECT FOR PROPERTY DIMINISHING 


WEST W1NFIELD, N. Y., STAR: "Respect for public and 


private property appears to be diminishing. At a New Jersey 
wildlife refuge, the fence lines must be patrolled, especially during 
the hunting season when hunters cut the fences to gain entrance, or 
place tempting bait just outside the boundary lines.

WASHINGTON — The last 


hasn't been heard of Interior 
Secretary 
Walter Hickel's 


128,500 office remodeling job, 
which this column charged had 
violated the law. 


Not only are government 


auditors and congressional 
sleuths investigating the charge, 
but some of Hickel's aides ap- 
parently have been caught in 
similar violations. 


Both tiie General Accounting 


Office 
and 
a 
House Ap- 


propriations subcommittee are 
digging into our report that 
Hickel, in violation of law, called 
in a decorator pal from Seattle 
to do the $28,500 refurbishing job 
instead of negotiating a con- 
tract, putting the job up for bids, 
or letting government designers 
do the decorating. 


Now, 
unhappily for the tax- 


payers, Hickel Fever has spread 
through his department. 


Assistant Secretary James 


Smith soaked the taxpayers 
$13,000-$9,500 of it illegally — to 
do over his suite. Smith's $606 
desk, for instance, was bought 
without a waiver from 
the 


General 
Services 
Ad- 


ministration, which should have 
certified that a suitable desk 
wasn't already available in 
government stock. 


Many other luxurious items in 


his wall-to-wall, russet-carpeted 
executive suite also were pur- 
chased without waivers. Yet 
these are clearly required by 
federal procurement law. 


CANDY-STRIPE 
CURTAINS 


Hollis Dole, another Assistant 


Secretary, laid out $1,080 of the 
taxpayers' money for a new 
desk, which was also purchased 
with total disregard for GSA 
regulations. And the candy- 
stripe curtains in his plush, 
newly decorated government 
office are enough to catch a 
taxpayer's breath. 


But the most sumptuous suite 


of all has been decorated to the 
expensive tastes of Assistant 
Secretary Lawrence Dunn, who 
spent $10,000 on rich, thick, 
green draperies and Early 
American furniture. He, too, 
didn't bother to obtain the 
necessary GSA waivers for 
$7,500 worth of the fancy pur- 
chases. 


The centerpiece in his rich 


new layout, by the way, is a slick 
wall map of Richard Nixon's 
1968 
presidential campaign 


route 
— 
as 
evidence, 


presumably, of his GOP fealty. 


Even Solititor 
Even 
Solicitor Mitchell 


Melich, the Interior Depart- 
ment's legal watchdog, spent 
$7,400 of his $13,500 office 
remodeling job on the open 
market outside GSA rules. 


The Interior officials have 


been called on the congressional 
carpet by Congresswoman Julia 
Hansen, D-Wash., chairman of 
the 
House 
Interior 
Ap- 


propriations Subcommittee, to 
explain why fine $500 GSA desks 
of walnut weren't good enough 
for them. 


They 
have hedged 
and 


haggled in a desperate attempt 
to make their law violations 
somehow sound legal. Under the 
law, 
they claim, emergency 


purchases can be made without 
GSA waivers They don't sound 
too convincing, however, when 
they try to explain what a great 
emergency it was to redo their 
offices. 
Instead, 
these 


executives suites seemed suf- 
ficiently resplendent without 
any remodeling at all. 


Meanwhile, 
management 


operations director George 
Gauzza, who supervised the 
redecorating, has won an 
award for his work in handling 
the "transition" between the 
Democrats and Republicans. 


Note: president Nixon would 


like all federal employes to help 
him win the Battle of the Budget 
by conserving every paper clip. 
Yet his top aides have been 
splurging on $1,100 desks and 
tables, thick russet rugs, candy- 
stripe decorator drapes and 
$1,500 aluminum doors. At- 
torney General John Mitchell, 
for one, has just lavished $30,000 
on remodeling his official dining 
room and kitchen all the way 
down to the food warmers. But 
at least old Law and Order broke 
no laws in buying his table, 
chairs, rug and dishwasher. 


HOW BIG IS U.S.?

financial institutions such as life 


insurers and banks.

Income Continues Steady Rise

The nation's personal income 


continued its steady rise in 
March while new housing starts 
rose for the second consecutive 
month, 
the 
Commerce 


Department reported today. 


The figures gave some in- 


dication 
the housing con- 


struction industry may be 
recovering from its year-long 
slide into deep trouble, although 
the newest figures only brought 
the indicator to about where it 
was last December. 


Personal income — roughly 


wages before taxes, although it 
also includes dividends, rental 
and interest income — totaled 
$782.6 billion during March, at a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate.

personal income would be $782.6 
billion if every month's was the 
same as March.

Decorating Probed 


A M odel For The Nation

WASHINGTON — Why all the fuss about President Nixon’s tough 
anti-crime bill for Washington, D.C.? How could a local bill for the 
District of Columbia be of such interest to people in Arkansas, 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Texas0 Or Nevada, California and 
Washington, and even distant Hawaii? The fact is that if the bill 
proves successful, it would well become a model for the nation. 


Furthermore, if it is successful in stemming crime in the 
nation’s capital, the national showroom, it could prove a great 
psychological boon as to how other countries view the United 
States, and how Americans see their own country. 


Last January' the Senate passed its bill, and the House just 
recently passed its own measure. Now, a Senate-House conference 
committee is trying to work out differences before sending the bill 
to the president for his signature. Generally, the House version is 
considered much more stringent than the Senate bill and this is 
expected to generate bitter controversy for some time. Advocates 
of the Senate version are daily stepping up their attack on the 
House version of the bill, crying that constitutional rights would be 
violated, that some provisions are “unduly repressive,” and as 
Rep. Lawrence Hogan of Maryland termed the attacks, “fantastic 
distortions of the truth.” 


Hogan, an ex-FBI agent, said he had never seen so much 
misinformation about a bill as on this one. Speaking of the crime- 
ridden city here, Hogan said: “The criminal is just not punished 
here and he continues to roam the streets . . . increasing his 
murders and his rapes, his robberies and agrava ted assaults . . . ” 


While the bill overhauls the city’s federal court system and 
revises the method of dealing with juvenile offenders, the major 
points of controversy center around pretrial detention, search and 
seizure authority, and wiretapping The House bill provides that 
the courts may hold a defendant up to 60 days if he is charged with a 
“dangerous crime” or “crime of violence,” including narcotics 
addicts. The purpose is to protect the public from dangerous 
criminals whose records and other information indicate they will 
commit new crimes if released. A recent Justice Department study 
shows that in a four-week period, one of five felony suspects in 
Washington were arrested while free on bail. Opponents are 
jumping on this section, said it would prejudice a jury against a 
defendant But this is not so, because a judge would decide whether 
the defendant would be held and he is not allowed to mention the 
reasons for his decision to a jury. 


Opponents say the so-called “no knock” provision is a new 
authority for invasion of privacy. It allows officers to enter without 
knocking when evidence is likely to be destroyed. This provision 
would be of especial help in narcotics raids, gambling, and other 
such crimes. Actually, the U.S. Supreme Court has specifically 
upheld the “no knock” authority and already South Dakota, North 
Dakota, New York, Utah and Nebraska have such laws. 


Opponents of wiretapping say this section gives vast new 
authority to the police. But in fact, the wiretap provisions are 
identical to the provisions of the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968 which applies to federal offenses everywhere — 
subject in advance to court order. Wiretapping is a useful weapon 
against organized crime and has already proven its worth in 
breaking up gambling and narcotics rings. 


Some Irresponsible Reports 


Im pact of free-wheeling, highly-publicized, politically- 
inspired, congressional investigations is beyond calculation. The 
Wall Street Journal reviews consequences of one of these in­ 
vestigations having to do with birth control pills. 


The Journal points out that the initial hearing on the pill did not 
produce any evidence of dangers not already well known to the 
doctors who prescribe the pill, and “inaccurate or sensational 
reports” eminating from the pill hearings were deplored by no less 
an authority than the American College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists. But as a result of the hearings, estimates have in­ 
dicated that 2 0 per cent of the women who were taking the pill had 
stopped, despite the fact that the risk of death from demonstrated 
side-effects of the pill is 1.5 out of 100,000 contrasted to 22.8 per 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 as a result of pregnancy.

Now, unhappily for the tax­ 
payers, Hickel Fever has spread 
through his department. 
Assistant Secretary James 
Smith soaked the taxpayers 
$13,000-19,500 of it illegally — to 
do over his suite. Smith’s $606 
desk, for instance, was bought 
without a waiver from the 
General 
Services 
Ad­ 
ministration, which should have 
certified that a suitable desk 
wasn't already available in 
government stock. 
Many other luxurious items in 
his wall-to-wall, russet-carpeted 
executive suite also were pur­ 
chased without waivers. Yet 
these are clearly required by 
federal procurement law. 


CANDY-STRIPE 
CURTAINS 
Hollis Dole, another Assistant 
Secretary, laid out $1,060 of the 
taxpayers’ money for a new 
desk, which was also purchased 
with total disregard for GSA 
regulations 
And the candy- 
stripe curtains in his plush, 
newly decorated government 
office are enough to catch a 
taxpayer’s breath. 
But the most sumptuous suite 
of all has been decorated to the 
expensive tastes of Assistant 
Secretary Lawrence Dunn, who 
spent $10,000 on rich, thick, 
green draperies and Early 
American furniture. He, too, 
didn’t bother to obtain the 
necessary GSA waivers for 
$7,500 worth of the fancy pur­ 
chases. 
The centerpiece in his rich 
new layout, by the way, is a slick 
wall map of Richard Nixon’s

Melich, the Interior Depart­ 
ment’s legal watchdog, spent 
$7,400 of his $13,500 office 
remodeling job on the open 
market outside GSA rules. 
The Interior officials have 
been called on the congressional 
carpet by Congresswoman Julia 
Hansen, D-Wash., chairman of 
the 
House 
Interior 
Ap­ 
propriations Subcommittee, to 
explain why fine $500 GSA desks 
of walnut weren’t good enough 
for them. 


They 
have 
hedged 
and 
haggled in a desperate attempt 
to make their law violations 
somehow sound legal. Under the 
law, they claim, emergency 
purchases can be made without 
GSA waivers They don’t sound 
too convincing, however, when 
they try to explain what a great 
emergency it was to redo their 
offices. 
Instead, 
these 
executives suites seemed suf­ 
ficiently resplendent without 
any remodeling at all. 


Meanwhile, 
management 
operations director George 
Gauzza, who supervised the 
redecorating, 
has won an 
award for his work in handling 
the “transition” between the 
Democrats and 
Republicans. 


Note: President Nixon would 
like all federal employes to help 
him win the Battle of the Budget 
by conserving every paper clip. 
Yet his top aides have been 
splurging on $1 ,1 0 0 desks and 
tables, thick russet rugs, candy- 
stripe decorator drapes and 
$1,500 aluminum doors.

The purpose is to protect the public from dangerous 
criminals whose records and other information indicate they will 
commit new crimes if released.. A recent Justice Department study 
shows that in a four-week period, one of five felony suspects in 
Washington were arrested while free on bail Opponents are 
jumping on this section, said it would prejudice a jury against a 
defendant But this is not so, because a judge would decide whether 
the defendant would be held and he is not allowed to mention the 
reasons for his decision to a jury. 


Opponents say the so-called “no knock" provision is a new 
authority for invasion of privacy. It allows officers to enter without 
knocking when evidence is likely to be destroyed. This provision 
would be of especial help in narcotics raids, gambling, and other 
such crimes Actually, the U.S. Supreme Court has specifically 
upheld the “no knock" authority and already South Dakota, North 
Dakota , New York, Utah and Nebraska have such laws, 


Opponents of wiretapping say this section gives vast new 
authority to the police. But in fact, the wiretap provisions are 
identical to the provisions of the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1868 which applies to federal offenses everywhere — 
subject in advance to court order. Wiretapping is a useful weapon 
against organized crime and has already proven its worth in 
breaking up gambling and narcotics rings

Have you ever thought how nice it would be if you could somehow box God in and keep Him 


from escaping your grasp? That is not possible, for "He, being Lord of Heaven and Earth, does not 
dwell in temples made with hands."

God to some ritual or boxed Him in to some static form, whatever you have boxed in is not the God 
of Scripture. 


Have you ever reached for God and found yourself palming vacant space? Ever risen from

Have you walked out of the sanctuary 
after a sermon wondering why you missed God? 


Being the humans we are, we seem to make a game out of trying to restrict God. History

Have you ever thought how nice it would be if you could somehow box God in and keep Him 
from escaping your grasp? That is not possible, for “He, being Lord of Heaven and Earth, does not 
dwell in temples made with hands.” 
God is free. You cannot limit Him, nor restrict Him, nor localize Him. If you have shackled 
God to some ritual or boxed Him in to some static form, whatever you have boxed in is not the God 
of Scripture. 
Have you ever reached for God and found yourself palming vacant space? Ever risen from 
your knees after your little "form” prayer and found that He had eluded the beam on which you 
sought to ride your soul out to where you thought He was? Have you walked out of the sanctuary 
after a sermon wondering why you missed God? 
Being the humans we are, we seem to make a game out of trying to restrict God. History 
reminds us that once man thought he had God our Saviour, Jesus Christ, contained with no escape. 
They boxed Him into a courtroom; they shackled Him to a Roman soldier; they spiked Him to a 
Cross, and they scoffed, “Come down if You are the Son of God. ” 
And He, being Lord of Heaven and earth, because He could come down, would not come down 
Escape? From what? — From them? It was not they who had Him — He had them! It is not God 
who cannot escape, it is man! 
And if we cannot escape, what then? Too often, God then becomes the scapegoat for all our 
disappointments. “Here,” they say resentfully (and usually with more than a trace of self-pity), is 
one whom I trusted, but He let me dowry The rest of their lives is over-shadowed by this letdown 
And from that moment on there* can pe no mention of God, church, religion, or the preacher 
without starting the whole processo^gbr: “I cannot manipulate God; He has failed me; He had 
disappointed me.” 
To suggest that God has been unAaithful appears to give them the same sort of pleasure others 
find in recounting the details of thqjr ^operation.” Finding that God has failed them is the best 
possible excuse to relax from moral responsibility. Any suggestion of obeying or following God 
can be more than offset by recallii* His past “failures.”

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Old Timer Recalls Bygone Days Of Fire Department In Red Bluff 


By HENRY SCHAFER 


The Red Bluff Fire Depart- 


ment had a little dinner, and I 
thought I might as well write a 
few words, as much as I know 
about the Red Bluff Fire 
Department. 


When I first came to Red 


Bluff, they had a hand pump, 
which took about six men on 
each side to be able to get 
enough water to put out a fire. 
They 
finally 
sold 
it 
to 


Weaverville for $75. I don't 
suppose you could get it from 
them now for almost any price. 


Then they got a small steamer 


and a team of horses. The fellow 
— his name was Bailey — used 
to haul gravel out of the creek at 
So. Jackson 
during working 


hours, then the rest of the time 
he would be at the fire hall. If he 
was hauling gravel, he would 
dump the gravel, make a run for 
the fire house, then go to the fire. 
He would start a fire in the 
boiler before he left, but mostly 
by the time he got to the fire, 
there wasn't much left of the 
house as it was burned down. 


Then they got a better engine 


and finally put a boiler down the 
basement that would help the 
water warm in the boiler. Then 
they got an extra team of horses 
that stood a little behind the 
'engine. When the fire bell rang, 
of course, there was always a 
driver there, he would pull a 
rope that kept the horses away 
from the engine. The harness for 
the 
horses 
was 
hanging 


overhead above the engine 
tongue. He would pull a rope, the 
harness would fall on the horses' 
back, then it would be snapped 
together. 


There was also a little glass 


jar inside of the fire box. He 
would pull a little rope and the 
jar would break. There was 
some kind of liquid in it, I don't 
know what it was. Anyway, by 
the time they got to the fire, they 
would have steam to pump the 
water out of the hydrants. At 8 
a.m. and 8 p.m., just to keep the 
horses in practice, the fire bell 
would give three taps and the 
fellow on duty would pull the 
rope and the horses would 
spring in place. Of course, he 
wouldn't start the fire in the 
boiler. Yes, the horses were 
smart. Also, a little before 8, 
either mornings or evenings, the 
horses would get restless 
waiting for the bell to ring and 
him to pull the rope, so they 
would jump on each side of the 
tongue on the fire engine. 


I joined the fire department in 


the spring of 1897.1 was working 
in the butcher shop of Underbill 
and Coleman just south of Dale's 
Insurance office, when the fire 
bell rang. I ran to see where the 
fire was. It was in the alley 
where Ehorn's Pharmacy is 
now. There were some old 
shacks in the alley I got hold of 
a hose with a nozzle and went 
clrtse to the fire. Of course, I got 
soaking wet. After we rolled up 
the hose, Henry Weitfeld, who 
was fire chief, said to me, "I 
think you would make a good 
fireman. How about joining?" I 
said, "OK." 


He asked, "How old are you?" 


And I answered, "17." He asked, 
"When is your birthday?" and I 
said, "May 15 " Well," he said, 
"I will put your name in It will 
take a couple months to get you 
voted on, anyway, and you will 
be 18 by then " 


I forgot all about it Anyway, 


later one day he came in and 
said, "Well, you are a member 
of the fire department now." 


Some time later, I volunteered 


for the Spanish-American War, 
but 1 was still on the roster 
After I got back from the war. 1 
went to their meetings again 
when I was in Red Bluff. I 
worked at Lyonsville for the 
Sierra Lumber Co 
for two 


years, then another year for 
another company out from 
Sisson. It's called Mt. Shasta 
now. Will tell you more about 
those places some other time. 


Anyway, I was staying in a 


little "cabin where the bus office 
is now. My uncle, Paul Stoll, 
built that house and also planted 
the palm trees that stand in 
front and side of the building 


Anyway, a fellow named Hans 


Nottelman had a horse and 
wagon. He sold mill blocks from 
the old Sierra Lumber Co. Will 
tell more about that also. He was 
an old sailor and knew how to 
splice rope and cable. The S. P. 
company needed someone like 
that and offered 
him good 


wages. He hauled me a few 


"blocks to my cabin. I had no 
room for a whole load, so he said 
"Why don't you buy me out? It's 
better than working in the 
mountains and no work all 
winter." 


I said, "How much do you 


want?" and his answer was, 
"$500." 


I had $200 so I borrowed $300 


more and bought him out. He 
lived in the 500 block on Jackson 
St. He said, "I'll let you use my 
barn." There was also a little 
place to sleep. Well, that's how I 
got started in business. 


Getting back to the fire 


department — they needed 
someone to fire the engine in 
case of a fire. Finally, Henry 
Weitfield said to me, "Do you 
know anything about firing a 
boiler?" 


"Yes," I answered, I've 


worked in the woods for three 
years. I know all about firing a 
boiler " He replied, "Well, let's 
see." 


They took the engine out, I 


started to fire the boiler and had 
steam in a short time. Yes, I 
fired the engine for quite a few 
years. If I was hauling blocks 
and happened to be across the 
river, the watchman on the river 
bridge let me go pretty fast, he 
knew I was needed to fire the 
engine. 


I got $2.50 for a fire and $1.25 


for false alarms. After a fire, I 
dumped all the ashes in the 
street, it was all gravel then, let 
it cool off, then got things ready 
for the next fire. 


I would put some light 


shavings on the bottom of the 
boiler, then some pitch wood (I 
would save this when hauling 
blocks), then some fine kindling 


We Salute 
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wood, then coarser wood, then 
some chunks of coal on top. 
There was always some coal 
close to the firebox and, if 
needed, a little two-wheel cart 
with more coal in it. Yes, the old 
engine they had was an extra 
good one. 


I remember when the old 


Opera House burned It was a 
one and a half story building 
There was the old Brady Livery 
Stable on the corner next to it 
They had three lines of hose on it 
but I kept the steam up It was so 
hot there, I would put in a few 
shovels full of coal, then run 
around the other side My back 
felt like it was afire Yes. I fired 
the old engine for quite a few 
years, even after I was married 


I remember one July 4 when 


there was a little fire on the 
upper end of Jackson St Henry 
Weitfield, the fire chief, said 
when we went past the ice house, 
"It's July 4 Let's take a keg of 
beer along." 


Anyway, we got a keg of beer. 


Of course, I had to get the engine 
ready for the next fire before I 
could join the other firemen We 
had lots of sandwiches and beer. 
Finally, the phone rang. It was 
my wife, who asked, "Where is 
my husband'" 


They looked at me and 


laughed and said, "He is still 
busy He will be home soon." 


A little later I looked out of the 


front door and saw my wife with 
a baby buggy. My oldest boy, 
who would have been 64 now, 
was in it She looked around and 
said, "Where is my husband?" 
They laughed and said, "He 
went home quite a while ago." 


Anyway, after I had seen her, 


I had jumped on my bike and, of 
course, beat her home. When 
she got home, I said, "Where is 
my dinner? I'm nearly star- 
ved." She looked at my stomach 
sticking way out and said, "Yes, 
you surely look hungry." 


After a fire, they used to have 


a book in the hall and everyone 
present wrote his name in it, so 
when they had a meeting they 
would have a roll call and all 
firemen present would have to 
mention if they had not been at 
any of the fires. Of course, they 
were all volunteers. The only 
ones paid were the fellows who 
took care of the horses and the 
boiler. Now they have a regular 
paid fire department and, of 
course, still some volunteers. 


They used to have quite an 


initiation. They had a barber 
chair at the meeting place. If 
there was some fellow who 
wanted to join, the chief would 
look at him and say, "I think he 
needs a shave." 


So they would blindfold him, 


then put a lot of shaving cream 
on his face. They had an old 
style razor, very dull, and would 
start to shave him. Some fellow 
had a little battery hooked on the 


Welcome 
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wire and the fellow who was 
shaving would wink to the fellow 
with the batten, Well, he would 
connect it and the fellow would 
get a little shock Some fellow 
would say, "Gee, you cut his 
face " That way he would get 
several shocks Then a fellow 
with a sponge would drop a few 
drops of water on his face and 
the fellows would say, "Gee, his 
whole face is bleeding. You 
should not shave a man if you 
don't know how " 


Anyway, afterwards, they 


would wash his face, take the 
blindfold off and give him a 
mirror to look into He would 
look all over his face, looking for 
cuts in it but couldn't see a 
scratch. 


There was also an extra hose 


cart in the fire hall in case it 
would be needed. When the fire 
bell rang, the fellows, who used 
to bring stuff from the depot to 
the different stores, would run to 
the fire hall and take it to the 
fire. They would get $1 for it. 


Some of the fellows, they had 


mostly only one horse, had their 
horses trained 
Some horses 


wouldn't even wait for their 
drivers but make a straight line 
for the fire hall. Yes, we had a 
good 
fire department. Henry 


Weitfield finally had to quit. 
There were several after him. 
Bill Whitt, I think was chief 
longer than anyone else. He was 
a fine man, hated to see him 
have to quit. 


I 
know one time they had 


another big fire at theatre. 
There were firemen 
and 


volunteers in the alley and on 
Washington St The fellow on 
Washington St., got scared. He 
hollered to one of the firemen, 
"Please, save my home. It's the 
only home 1 got." 


One of the firemen up the 


ladder laughed and said, "It's 
pretty tiresome up here If we 
had a bottle of whiskey, I think it 
would help." So he got him a 
bottle of whiskey and thereby 
saved his house. Of course, that 
was a long time ago and it 
finally had to be torn down. 


I used to take mov~.es when I 


was able to see. Took movies of 
the fire department in all kinds 
of parades. 


Yes, times have changed. We 


used to have big parades on 
Memorial Day, July 4 and so on, 
but nothing more. To us older 
people, it seems like a shame. 


My son, Hank Schafer, also 


joined the fire department when 
he grew up. For a while, he and I 
were the only father and son who 
belonged to the fire department. 
Later on there were a few more. 
My uncle, Paul Stoll, was a 
charter member, when they 
started the first fire department 
in Red Bluff. I have a copy of all 
the names who joined that time. 
Will try and find it sometime. No 
doubt, the fire department has a 
copy of it.

Another thing I don't want to 


forget are the hose cart races. 
There used to be 10 men pulling 
the nose cart A long rope was in 
front of the cart. It had a certain 
amount of hose on it to tnbke a 
certain amount of weight. They 
used to race at different places 
like Chico, Redding and so on. 


A heavy fellow would run 


behind as he had to pull the hose 
of the cart, and when they were 
running as fast as they could, it 
took a strong man to get it 
started 
unrolling. 
Henry 


Preusser generally 
was the 


fellow. He was tall and strong. 


While racing in Red Bluff, 


they would start at Main St., on 
the corner of Zuckwieler's Store, 
then they would run down to 
where the News office is now. 
Then Preusser would get a hold 
of the end of the hose and pull 
hard so it would unroll. The crew 
would keep running as far as 
where Dale's Insurance office is 
now. Then they had to uncouple 
the hose and put on the nozzle. 
The trick was if the fellow 
waited too long to turn the water 
on, of course, Ihey would lose. If 
he turned it on too soon, they 
couldn't put the nozzle on. They 
had two fellows timing it to the 
second. 


I know one time they were 


racing a crew from Redding and 
they beat Redding by one and a 
half seconds. When they raised 
the flag of the team who won, of 
course, they all cheered, but 
when they lost, of course, it was 
different. Alf Walton used to be 
the captain of the hose cart 
racing team. I have a photo of 
the crew standing on the south 
side of the old city hall. Too bad 
Leo McCoy has passed away, he 
would have known the names of 
all the fellows on the team. 


Yes, things have changed. 


When they had the old fire bell 
and there was a fire and the 
wind was blowing hard, many 


firemen couldn't hear it. The 
siren now can be heard even 
when the wind blows. Then, of 
course, there are the fireboxes. 
Each has a different number 
and by looking at the chart, you 
can tell where the fire is. I think 
the News should print them all 
some time, so if the siren blows 
a fellow could tell if it was near 
his house. 


Stores used to use the box 


numbers for advertising their 
stores. They would put their ad 
in a space in the middle, then the 
box numbers on each side. When 
the siren blew, you could tell 
about where the fire was and, of 
course, you would look at the ad 
of the store. Yes, you can't tell 
now when the siren blows. 


The fire department, not long 


ago, had a dinner similar to the 
recent one. The fellows were 
just getting ready to eat when 
the siren blew. Of course, they 
all had to leave. They had their 
wives and sweethearts along to 
help eat the dinner. One fellow 
who had been invited to the 
dinner came in, looked around 
and saw nearly all ladies. He 
said, "This is the darndest fire 
department I ever saw. Looks 
like there are only women in it." 
Ha, ha. 


A sad thing I witnessed one 


time. There was quite a fire, 
don't like to tell where it was. 
Dan Bayles belonged to the fire 
department. That was the ac- 
cident in which he was injured. 
He is a wonderful photographer 
now, has a fine shop, so if you 
need pictures of any kind, see 
Bayles, he does a fine job. 
People ought to appreciate his 
belonging to the fire department 
and by trying to help them fight 
fires, he lost the use of his legs. 


The firemen also give a dance 


at the Veterans Hall every New 
Year to help pay some of their 
expenses, but it seems the last 
two years the turnout has been 


rather poor, so please show your 
patriotism by buying a ticket 
whether you will go or not. You 
owe it to the city and the fire 
department for protection of 
your own home. You don't know 
when your home might catch 
fire. 


There is still quite a group of 


volunteer firemen. If it wasn't 
for them, the cost of the Red 
Bluff Fire Department would be 
much higher. 


We also have a new chief 


because Bill Whitt retired He 
(new chief) seems to have some 
different ways some time as we 
used to have. Maybe it's a good 
idea to get out of the old rut. 


We, of course, also have a new 


city hall. There is more room for 
equipment of the fire depart- 
ment. Still us old-timers miss 
the old city hall. There's 
a 


parking lot there now. Red Bluff 


doesn't seem the same without 
it. I hope Zuckwieler's will never 
tear the old tower down with the 
old clock on it. Red Bluff would 
never look the same anymore

The Red Bluff Fire Depart 
ment had a little dinner, and I 
thought I might as well write a 
few words, as much as I know 
about the Red Bluff Fire 
Department, 
When I first came to Red 
Bluff, they had a hand pump, 
which took about six men on 
each side to be able to get 
enough water to put out a fire. 
They 
finally 
sold 
it 
to 
Weaverville for 175. I don’t 
suppose you could get it from 
them now for almost any price. 
Then they got a small steamer 
and a team of horses The fellow 
— his name was Bailey — used 
to haul gravel out of the creek at 
So. Jackson during working 
hours, then the rest of the time 
he would be at the fire hall. If he 
was hauling gravel, he would 
dump the gravel, make a run for 
the fire house, then go to the fire. 
He would start a fire in the 
boiler before he left, but mostly 
by the time he got to the fire, 
there wasn’t much left of the 
house as it was burned down. 
Then they got a better engine 
and finally put a boiler down the 
basement that would help the 
water warm in the boiler. Then 
they got an extra team of horses 
that stood a little behind the 
engine. When the fire bell rang, 
of course, there was always a 
driver there, he would pull a 
rope that kept the horses away 
from the engine The harness for 
the 
horses 
was 
hanging 
overhead above the engine 
tongue He would pul1 a rope, the 
harness would fall on the horses’ 
back, then it would be snapped 
together. 
There was also a little glass 
jar inside of the fire box. He 
would {Mill a little rope and the 
jar would break 
There was 
some kind of liquid in it, I don’t 
know what it was. Anyway, by 
the time they got to the fire, they 
would have steam to pump the 
water out of the hydrants. At 8 
a.m. and 8 p.m.. just to keep the 
horses in practice, the fire bell 
would give three taps and the 
fellow on duty would pull the 
rope and the horses 
would 
spring in place. Of course, he 
wouldn’t start the fire in the 
boiler. Yes, the horses were 
smart Also, a little before 8, 
either mornings or evenings, the 
horses would 
get restless 
waiting for the bell to ring and 
him to pull the rope, so they 
would jump on each side of the 
tongue on the fire engine 
I joined the fire department in 
the spring of 1897 I was working 
in the butcher shop of Underhill 
and Coleman just south of Dale’s 
Insurance office, when the fire 
bell rang. I ran to see where the 
fire was. It was in the alley 
where Ehorn’s Pharmacy is 
now. There were some old 
shacks in the alley. I got hold of 
a hose with a nozzle and went 
close to the fire. Of course, I got 
soaking wet. After we rolled up 
the hose, Henry Weitfeld, who 
was fire chief, said to me, “ I 
think you would make a good 
fireman. How about joining9” I 
said, “ OK.” 


He asked. “ How old are you'” ’ 
And 1 answered, ” 17.” He asked, 
“When is your birthday?” and I 
said, “ May 15." Well,” he said, 
“ I will put your name in. It will 
take a couple months to get you 
voted on. anyway, and you will 
be 18 by then ” 
I forgot all about it. Anyway, 
later one day he came in and 
said, “ Well, you are a member 
of the fire department now ” 
Some time later, I volunteered 
for the Spani8h-American War, 
but I was still on the roster. 
After I got back from the war. 1 
went to their meetings again 
when I was in Red Bluff. I 
worked at Lyonsville for the 
Sierra Lumber Co. for two 
years, then another year for 
another company out from 
Sisson It’s called Mt. Shasta 
now. Will tell you more about 
those places some other time. 
Anyway, I was staying in a 
little cabin where the bus office 
is now My uncle, Paul Stoll, 
built that house and also planted 
the palm trees that stand in 
front and side of the building 
Anyway, a fellow named Hans 
Nottelman had a horse and 
wagon He sold mill blocks from 
the old Sierra Lumber Co. Will 
tell more about that also. He was 
an old sailor and knew how to 
splice rope and cable. The S. P. 
company needed someone like 
that and offered him 
good 
wages He hauled me a few 
"blocks to my cabin. I had no 
room for a whole load, so he said 
"Why don’t you buy me out? It’s 
better than working in the 
mountains and no work all 
winter.” 
I said, “ How much do you 
want?” and his answer was, 
“ 8500 ” 
I had $200 so I borrowed $300 
more and bought him out. He 
lived in the 500 block on Jackson 
St. He said, “ I’ll let you use my 
barn.” There was also a little 
place to sleep. Well, that’s how I 
got started in business. 
Getting back to the fire 
department — they needed 
someone to fire the engine in 
case of a fire. Finally, Henry 
Weitfield said to me, “Do you 
know anything about firing a 
boiler?” 
“ Y es,” I answered, I’ve 
worked in the woods for three 
years. I know' all about firing a 
boiler ” He replied, “Well, let’s 
see.” 
They took the engine out, I 
started to fire the boiler and had 
steam in a short time. Yes, I 
fired the engine for quite a few 
years. If I was hauling blocks 
and happened to be across the 
river, the watchman on the river 
bridge let me go pretty fast, he 
knew I was needed to fire the 
engine 
I got $2.50 for a fire and $1.25 
for false alarms. After a fire, I 
dumped all the ashes in the 
street, it was all gravel then, let 
it cool off, then got things ready 
for the next fire. 
I would put some light 
shavings on the bottom of the 
boiler, then some pitch wood (I 
would save this when hauling 
blocks), then some fine kindling 
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wood, then coarser wood, then 
some chunks of coal on top. 
There was always some coal 
close to the firebox and, if 
needed, a little two-wheel cart 
with more coal in it. Yes. the old 
engine they had was an extra 
good one. 
I remember when the old 
Opera House burned It was a 
one and a half story building. 
There was the old Brady Livery 
Stable on the comer next to it. 
They had three lines of hose on it 
but Í kept the steam up It was so 
hot there, I would put in a few 
shovels full of coal, then run 
around the other side My back 
felt like it was afire. Yes. I fired 
the old engine for quite a few 
years, even after I was married 
I remember one July 4 when 
there was a little fire on the 
upper end of Jackson St. Henry 
Weitfield, the fire chief, said 
when we went past the ice house, 
“ It’s July 4. Let’s take a keg of 
beer along.” 
Anyway, we got a keg of beer 
Of course, I had to get the engine 
ready for the next fire before I 
could join the other firemen. We 
had lots of sandwiches and beer.' 
Finally, the phone rang. It was 
my wife, who asked. “Where is 
my husband?” 


They looked at me and 
laughed and said, “He is still 
busy He will be home soon.” 
A little later I looked out of the 
front door and saw my wife with 
a baby buggy. My oldest boy, 
who would have been 64 now, 
was in it. She looked around and 
said, “ W’here is my husband9” 
They laughed and said, “ He 
went home quite a while ago.” 
Anyway, after I had seen her, 
I had jumped on my bike and, of 
course, beat her home. When 
she got home, I said, “Where is 
my dinner? I’m nearly star­ 
ved.” She looked at my stomach 
sticking way out and said, “Yes, 
you surely look hungry.” 
After a fire, they used to have 
a book in the hall and everyone 
present wrote his name in it, so 
when they had a meeting they 
would have a roll call and all 
firemen present would have to 
mention if they had not been at 
any of the fires. Of course, they 
were all volunteers The only 
ones paid were the fellows who 
took care of the horses and the 
boiler. Now they have a regular 
paid fire department and, of 
course, still some volunteers 
They used to have quite an 
initiation. They had a barber 
chair at the meeting place. If 
there was some fellow who 
wanted to join, the chief would 
look at him and say, “ I think he 
needs a shave.” 
So they would blindfold him, 
then put a lot of shaving cream 
on his face. They had an old 
style razor, very dull, and would 
start to shave him. Some fellow 
had a little battery hooked on the 


wire and the fellow' who was 
shaving would wink to the fellow 
with the battery. Well, he would 
connect it and the fellow would 
get a little shock Some fellow 
would say, “ Gee, you cut his 
face ” That way he would get 
several shocks Then a fellow 
with a sponge would drop a few 
drops of water on his face and 
the fellows would say, “ Gee, his 
whole face is bleeding 
You 
should not shave a man if you 
don’t know how.” 
Anyway, afterwards, they 
would wash his face, take the 
blindfold off and give him a 
mirror to look into He would 
look all over his face, looking for 
cuts in it but couldn't see a 
scratch. 
There was also an extra hose 
cart in the fire hall in case it 
would be needed. When the fire 
bell rang, the fellows, who used 
to bring stuff from the depot to 
the different stores, would run to 
the fire hall and take it to the 
fire. They would get $1 for it. 
Some of the fellows, they had 
mostly only one horse, had their 
horses trained. Some horses 
wouldn’t even wait for their 
drivers but make a straight line 
for the fire hall Yes, we had a 
good 
fire department. Henry 
Weitfield finally had to quit. 
There were several after him. 
Bill Whitt, I think was chief 
longer than anyone else He was 
a fine man, hated to see him 
have to quit. 
I 
know one time they had 
another big fire at theatre. 
There 
were 
firemen 
and 
volunteers in the alley and on 
Washington St. The fellow on 
Washington St., got scared. He 
hollered to one of the firemen, 
“Please, save my home. It’s the 
only home I got.” 
One of the firemen up the 
ladder laughed and said, “ It’s 
pretty tiresome up here If we 
had a bottle of whiskey, I think it 
would help ” So he got him a 
bottle of whiskey and thereby 
saved his house. Of course, that 
was a long time ago and it 
finally had to be torn down. 
I used to take movies when I 
was able to see. Took movies of 
the fire department in all kinds 
of parades. 
Yes, times have changed. We 
used to have big parades on 
Memorial Day, July 4 and so on, 
but nothing more To us older 
people, it seems like a shame. 
My son, Hank Schafer, also 
joined the fire department when 
he grew up. For a while, he and I 
were the only father and son who 
belonged to the fire department. 
Later on there were a few more. 
My uncle, Paul Stoll, was a 
charter member, when they 
started the first fire department 
in Red Bluff. I have a copy of all 
the names who joined that time. 
Will try- and find it sometime. No 
doubt, the fire department has a 
copy of it. 
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Another thing I don’t want to 
forget are the hose cart races 
There used to be 10 men pulling 
the hose cart. A long rope was in 
front of the cart. It had a certain 
amount of hose on it to make a 
certain amount of weight. They 
used to race at different places 
like Chico, Redding and so on. 
A heavy fellow would run 
behind as he had to pull the hose 
of the cart, and when they were 
running as fast as they could, it 
took a strong man to get it 
started 
unrolling. 
Henry 
Preusser 
generally 
was 
the 
fellow. He was tall and strong. 
While racing in Red Bluff, 
they would start at Main St., on 
the corner of Zuckwieler’s Store, 
then they would run down to 
where the News office is now. 
Then Preusser would get a hold 
of the end of the hose and pull 
hard so it would unroll. The crew 
would keep running as far as 
where Dale’s Insurance office is 
now. Then they had to uncouple 
the hose and put on the nozzle. 
The trick was if the fellow 
waited too long to turn the water 
on, of course, they would lose. If 
he turned it on too soon, they 
couldn’t put the nozzle on. They 
had two fellows timing it to the 
second 
I know one time they were 
racing a crew from Redding and 
they beat ftedding by one and a 
half seconds When they raised 
the flag of the team who won, of 
course, they all cheered, but 
when they lost, of course, it was 
different. Alf Walton used to be 
the captain of the hose cart 
racing team I have a photo of 
the crew standing on the south 
side of the old city hall. Too bad 
Leo McCoy has passed away, he 
would have known the names of 
all the fellows on the team. 
Yes. things have changed 
When they had the old fire bell 
and there was a fire and the 
wind was blowing hard, many 


firemen couldn’t hear it. The 
siren now can be heard even 
when the wind blows. Then, of 
course, there are the fireboxes. 
Each has a different number 
and by looking at the chart, you 
can tell where the fire is. I think 
the News should print them all 
some time, so if the siren blows 
a fellow could tell if it was near 
his house 
Stores used to use the box 
numbers for advertising their 
stores. They would put their ad 
in a space in the middle, then the 
box numbers on each side. When 
the siren blew, you could tell 
about where the fire was and. of 
course, you would look at the ad 
of the store. Yes, you can’t tell 
now when the siren blows. 
The fire department, not long 
ago, had a dinner similar to the 
recent one. The fellows were 
just getting ready to eat when 
the siren blew. Of course, they 
all had to leave. They had their 
wives and sweethearts along to 
help eat the dinner. One fellow 
who had been invited to the 
dinner came in, looked around 
and saw nearly all ladies. He 
said, “ This is the darndest fire 
department I ever saw. Looks 
like there are only women in it.” 
Ha, ha 
A sad thing I witnessed one 
time. There was quite a fire, 
don’t like to tell where it was. 
Dan Bayles belonged to the fire 
department. That was the ac­ 
cident in which he was injured. 
He is a wonderful photographer 
now, has a fine shop, so if you 
need pictures of any kind, see 
Bayles, he does a fine job. 
People ought to appreciate his 
belonging to the fire department 
and by trying to help them fight 
fires, he lost the use of his legs. 
The firemen also give a dance 
at the Veterans Hall every New 
Year to help pay some of their 
expenses, but it seems the last 
two years the turnout has been 


rather poor, so please show your 
patriotism by buying a ticket 
whether you will go or not. You 
owe it to the city and the fire 
department for protection of 
yeur own home. You don’t know 
when your home might catch 
fire. 
There is still quite a group of 
volunteer firemen. If it wasn’t 
for them, the cost of the Red 
Bluff Fire Department would be 
much higher. 
We also have a new chief 
because Bill Whitt retired He 
(new chief) seems to have some 
different ways some time as we 
used to have. Maybe it’s a good 
idea to get out of the old rut. 
We, of course, also have a new 
dty hall. There is more room for 
equipment of the fire depart­ 
ment. Still us old-timers miss 
the old city hall. There’s 
a 
parking lot there now. Red Bluff 


doesn’t seem the s a m e without 
it. I hope Zuckwieler’s will never 
tear the old tower down with the 
old clock on it. Red Bluff would 
never look the same anymore 
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
